Indian, Spanish and Ameri- 
can cultures all contribute to 
the ways of celebrating Christ- 
mas in New Mexico.

Mama and Papa, though, did- 
not see it that way, and I be 
lieve they would have locked 
the doors when they saw her 
coming if it hadn’t been for 
the example of deceit set be- 
fore us boys.

Besides she had read some 
place where cats could cause 
people to suffocate while they 
were asleep. Lots of people 
thought they did it by the purr- 
ing noise cats make. Actually 
when a cat is purring, it means 
that they are happy, contented 
and love you very much, Only 
members of the feline family 
can purr, which theydo through 
a second noise box. The true 
voice box is the one they use 
when they meow or give with 
that screeching yodel late at 
night, which is what causes 
neighbors to wake up at night 
and threaten the owners with 
telephone calls. Too, lots of 
times, when you hear a gun 
shoot late at night, it is not 
somebody shooting at burglars. 


When we (us boys) were com- 
ing up, we had as a neighbor 
a widow who lived alone about 
two miles down the road from 
our house, Back then two miles 
made a neighbor.

Often they found him in 
tears. When he finished 
the ‘‘Hallelujah Chorus,’ 
he declared, ‘‘I did think 
I did see all Heaven be- 
fore me, and the great 
God himself,’ 

On April 13, 1742, 70 
people crowded into a Dub- 
lin music hall for the pre- 
miere of ‘‘Messiah,’’ It was 
a resounding success, 

At the first English per- 
formance a year later, King 
George II was so over- 
whelmed by the ‘‘Hallelujah 
Chorus’’ that he rose from 
his seat and stood through- 
out the section. The au- 
dience, of course, followed 
the example of their king, 
and so began a custom 
which survives to our day. 

Despite the  king’s 
appreciation, however, 
London was not ready to 
accept Handel and the con- 
cert failed. It was not until 
Handel began directing an- 
nual benefit performances 
of ‘‘Messiah’’ at the Lon- 
don Foundling Hospital in 
the 1750’s that his adopted 
countrymen cameto recog- 
nize it as a masterpiece,

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‘EKISTICS’ is a new science to deal with staggering pro- 
blems born of cities and the decay that threatens them. The 
word was coined by Greek city planner Constantine A, Dox- 
iadis from the Greek word for settlement (oikismos), It 
means a mulitple approach to fighting the deterioration of 
city living by experts in housing, economics, sociology, 
psychiatry, planning, art and philosophy. Epitomizing the 
scope of the problem are cities like Buenos Aires, Argen- 
lina, which in the last century has grown from 30,000 to 
3,200,000, and Leopoldville, Congo, from 46,000 to 400,000 
in less than 25 years. 

HEMP, a plant fiber normally used for rope, can be made 
into dresses, report Swiss researchers who have developed a 
hemp fabric resembling cotton but much stronger. Philippine 
government officials hope the new fabric will provide a big 
new market for hemp, one of the country’s major exports. 

IMMUNITY to poison ivyis a fleeting thing, according to 
Doctor E. Richard Harrell, University of Michigan derma- 
tologist. Youngsters before the age of 5 to 7 are usually 
“‘non-reactive’’ to the glossy-leafed nuisance, but the 
poisonous effect is built up by repeated exposure. The rash 
itself is a very common allergic reaction, Less common are 
similar reactions to carrot tops, del phiniums and primroses. 

REPAIRMEN working on combustible gas containers can 
light their welding torches without fear of explosion with a 
(@bon dioxide ‘‘purging’’ technique, reports Cardox, Chi- 
Cago. The COQ is pumped into the tank or pipeline to dis- 
place most of the explosive contents and mix with the rest 
to form an inert atmosphere..... 

TOOTH BANKS in which healthy teeth will be stored for 
later transplantation are envisioned by Doctor Miklos Cser- 
epfalvi, DDS, of Washington, D.C., who reports that he has 
performed the operation successfully a number of times. For 
a transplant, he says, the root structure of the donor tooth 
must be only partially developed and patients must avoid 
putting undue strain on the new tooth for at least three 
weeks, 

EYEGLASSES for chickens increase egg production, says 
Al Schriner, Santa Rosa, Cal., poultryman. The molded 
plastic contact lenses fit over the animal’s eyeballs and are 
held in place by the lids, as in contacts for humans. Chick- 
en lenses, however, cost only about three cents a pair 
compared with approximately $125 for a human pair and dis- 
tort, not improve, vision. Wearing the glasses, Schriner says, 
the chickens, closely packed in big modem coops, can see 
to eat and drink ~ but not well enough to fight with their 
neighbors. 


AMERICA could double its population and enjoy a still 
higher standard of living, says Director Karl Brandt of the 
Stanford Research Institute. Brandt, who maintains the 
globe is underpopulated, says that contrary to popular be- 
lief world food production has outpaced population gains in 
recent years.

In a way, a person must 
take off his cap to the Ad- 
ministration for the way it 
has handled civil rights 
legislation. The bill now 
pending in the House of 
Representatives is, by 
far, more severe than its 
predecessors, yet the peo- 
ple believe it is a more 
moderate offering, a ‘‘wa- 
tered-down’’ version. And 
shat, by any measure, is 
no mean trick, making 
black into white, war into 
peace, 

Every material restric- 
tion and every penalty that 
was incorporated in the 
first bill is to be found in 
‘he legislation now under 
consideration. Moreover, 
new powers have been 
granted the Attorney Gen- 
eral. 

What changes have been 
made--and many have been 
made--are to be found pri- 
marily in the bill’s public- 
accommodations section, 

The Administration 
struck, for instance, the 
provisions which would 
have forced integration on 
doctors, lawyers and such, 
And it has changed the 
meaning of the language 
dealing with a Federal 
FERC, 

Consider these altera- 
tions. 

In excluding lawyers and 
doctors, the sense of the 
bill wasn’t changed at all. 
All that happened is that 
two elements--two  ob- 
streperous elements--of 
the economy have been let 
off the hook, The bill’s 
meaning, for the rest of 
the people, remains. 

And the change in the 
FEPC is certainly much 
more encompassing than 
previously, not otherwise. 
Now, nearly every business 
is covered, whereas in the 
earlier bill only businesses 
accepting federal financial 
assistance were included. 
This change was accom- 
plished by amending the 
bill’s definition of ‘‘inter- 
state commerce’”’ from the 
traditional concept and by 
broadening the federal 
FEPC to cover the new 
definition. It is worth not- 
ing the bill authorizes ten 
million dollars a year for 
the federal FEPC to hire 
federal inspectors to po- 
lice business, 

And the bill’s provision 
which would bring the A- 
merican educational sys- 
tem--public and private-- 
under the control of the 
Federal government, that 
this provision of the bill 
can be sold as ‘‘moderate”’ 
or something less mean- 
ingful than any previous 
proposal is, indeed, amas- 
terful stroke of political 
magic, 

For that is precisely 
what this civil rights bill 
will do; it will allow the 
President to control the 
placement of pupils in local 
schools, it will allow him 
to approve the faculty, cen- 
sor textbooks and change 
study courses. The al- 
ternative would be the loss 
of all Federal aid. The 
child who eats a ‘‘free’’ 
Federal lunch, under this 
bill, must also study Fed- 
erally approved curricu- 
lum as it pertains to races 
and religion. Under this 
bill, if the President or an 
appropriate Federal agen- 
cy believes a social studies 
book is inaccurate in 
matters of race or reli- 
gion, Federal aid can be 
withdrawn from the school 
making use of the textbook, 
whether such school be 
public, private or paro- 
chial. Nor is the power 
contained in this bill a 
purely negative power. 
Those which have already 
accepted Federal funds, in 
some instances, can be 
compelled by the threat of 
foreclosures and blacklist- 
ing to meet the new stan- 
dards. 

Moreover, this. bill 
gives--as the original bill 
did not--the power for the 
Attorney Genera! to insti- 
tute on. his own motion, 
school integration suits, 
public facility suits, and 
federal financial assis- 
tance suits, not only again- 
st individuals but against 
states and local govern- 
ments as well. In doing so, 


it gives to one mana power 
which has never before ex- 
previously, 
these matters, the Attorney 
General could only inter- 
vene in private suits. 

Under the power con- 
in this bill, people 
can be denied the right of 
trial by jury. 

Yet it has been sold to 
the American people as a
